complement Cls comprising administering the 
composition of Group 1, classified in class 424, subclass 
184.1. 

IV. Claims 21 and 23, drawn to a method of inhibiting 

complement Cls comprising administering the 
composition of Group n, classified in class 424, 
subclass 192.1. 

In response to the Requirement for Restriction Election, Applicant elects with 
traverse Group I, Claims 1-8 and 18 drawn to a peptide that inhibits complement Cls and 
compositions thereof. Claims 9-17 and 19-22 are withdrawn from the case; however, 
Applicant reserves the right to pursue and prosecute these claims in continuation and 
divisional applications.
